DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6, 8 and 19-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Seazholtz et al, US Pat. No. 5812786, in view of Banker et al, US Pat. No. 

6426947 B1 , do not teach or fairly suggest following limitations recited in independent 

claims 6 and 9-20: 

A subchannel digital data communication apparatus comprising: a transmitter 
means and a receiver means; and 

(i) wherein said transmitter means employs frequency shift keying to alter the 
frequency of said subchannel carrier between a mark frequency and a space frequency: 
and wherein said receiver means includes a digital filter: having a passband centered 
on said subchannel carrier frequency; and haying a bandwidth wide enouqh to 
simultaneously encompass most of the frequency components of said mark and space 
frequencies but few of the frequency components of said high speed digital data signal 
as recited in claims 6 and 20. 

(ii) wherein said transmitter means is configured to modulate, via frequency shift 
keying, the frequency of said subchannel carrier between a mark frequency and a 
space frequency as recited in claim 19
